Accessibility to buildings or portions of buildings shall be pro-
vided per Title 24, California Code of Regulations latest
amendments effective for projects submitted on or after De-
cember 28, 1995. Parts 1, 2, 3, 5, 8, and 12 of the California
Code of Regulations.

APPLICATION

Access for persons with disabilities shall be provided as follows:
Sec. 101.17.11.
—For publicly funded buildings, structures, sidewalks, curbs and

related facilities.
—For all buildings, structures and facilities, which are leased,

rented, contracted, sublet or hired by any municipal
county, or state division of government, or by a spe-
cial district.

—For publicly funded living accommodations, congregate resi-
dences, and one or two family dwelling units, use regu-
lations under the “HCD1” agency designation. Except
that alterations in existing public funded living accom-
modations must meet Section 1134B.

—For all privately funded public accommodations and commer-
cial facilities.

—For all existing buildings and facilities, when alterations, struc-
tural repairs or additions are made to such buildings
or facilities.

—For any building, structure, facility complex or improved area
or portion thereof which is used by the general public.

—For any sanitary facilities which are made available for the
public, clients or employees in such accommodations
or facilities.

—For any curb or sidewalk intended for public use that is con-
structed with private funds.
